I, K. Lance Anderson, having personal knowledge of the facts set forth herein, 
hereby declare that: 

1 . I am employed as a licensing administrator at the Texas Tech University, 
Office of Technology Transfer & Intellectual Property, Box 42007, Lubbock, Texas, 
79409-2007 (hereinafter "TTU"). 

2. In July 2001, 1 performed a series of online searches for Kirk Watson, 
including Yahoo and Lycos and contacted individuals in both Colorado (last known 
parents' address: 1445 Front Nine Dr., Ft. Collins, CO 90525) and Texas. All results 
were contacted by telephone and narrowed down nine (9) results in Texas, eight being 
contacted and/or determined to not be the correct Kirk Watson and one final result that 
could not be contacted via telephone.
